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REMARKS 

In the Office Action dated November 26, 2003, the Examiner rejects: (i) claims 
33 -50 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as 
being unpatentable over claims 1-1 1 of U.S. Patent No. 5,945,284; and (ii) claims 33 - 50 
under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 1-28 of U.S. Patent No. 6,309,829. 

In response to these rejections, Applicants submit a Terminal Disclaimer to 
Obviate a Double Patenting Rejection over a Prior Patent with respect to U.S. Patent No. 
5,945,284, and a Terminal Disclaimer to Obviate a Double Patenting Rejection over a 
Prior Patent with respect to U.S. Patent No. 6,309,829.
